Sentiment in Favor of Free Rides 


for Railway Employes Grows 
in Both Senate and 
House.

Washington, D. C., June 6—[Special.J— 
There will have to be another session of the 


conferees over the railroad rate bill and the 


pase section will be the first thing to be 


_ thrown out. Railroad employés who have 


become so worked up over the situation that 
they have fairly inundated the senate with 
, telegrams on the subject, need worry no 
longer. 

The conferees themselves are only too will- 
ing to make a change, and if they did not 
neither house nor senate would agree to any 
railroad bill which prevented free transpor- 
tation of employés and of a number of other 
excepted classes. , 

The conferees may attempt to draw an en- 
tirely new amendment which will avoid the 
absurdities of the section passed by the 
_.eenate, but which will not be as stringent 


a + as that adopted by the conferees themselves. 


The genera! sentiment, however, is that the 
best wey out of the difficulty is to drop the 
pass question entirely so far as this bill 
ig concerned. It was not contained in the 
measure 48 passed by the house, and it can 
be elimineted without interfering in any 


‘way with the general purposes of nee, 


rate legislation. 


Stringent Feature in Effect. 


Tf it is desired to have prohibition of passes 
there is one provision which is sufficiently 
ee in the existing interstate com- 

merce law, and {t could be made effective 
with the addition of a line or two providing 
sufficient penalty: for its violation. 

When the conferees were in session and it 
was proposed by members on the part of the 
house to adopt a stringent measure pro- 
hibfiting all passes even to railroad employés, 
Senator Cullom protested vigorously. He in- 
sisted the railroads should not be deprived of 
the privilege of transporting their own em- 
_ployés from place to place without charge, 
and he called attention to the fact that many 
railroad employés were by nature of their 
business carried a long way from their homes, 


“whieh they could not visit at the end of the 


week or on holidays or during vacation times 
unless they were granted free transporta- 
tion over their own road and possibly oven, 
over other lines. 


He held out for a long while, but was over- 


ruled by the other confereés, who finally 


cided to accept the position taken by the * 


house conferees that railroads should. be 
Prohibited from issuing passes to anybody, 
Hiven after he tentatively had agreed to sign 
the report, Mr. Cullom brought up the mat- 
ter in the final meeting of the conference, 
but again was outvoted. From his position 
it is evident when the bill is returned to con- 
ference he either will insist on the original 
senate amendment or else vote to cut out the 


pass section entirely, which is what the house 


_@onferees should have insisted upon from 
the outset. 


| Pullman Immunity an Issue. 


When the bill is sent back to conference by 
vote in the senate tomorrow every one of 
the amendments can be taken up anew. 
Those amendments where the conferees ex- 
eeeded authority will have to be modified. 
The speech of Senator Bailey late this after- 
noon makes it clearly evident the democrats 
will bring pressure on Senator Tillman to in- 
duce him to ifisist that Pullman cars shall be 
weluded under the jurisdiction tf the com- 
mittee. He voted to make an exception of

\ ylelded to the strong position taken on this 
subject by the house conferees, Col. Hepburn 
and Mr. Sherman.

The oniy 
relief in sight for today, according to Weath- 
er Forecaster Henry J. Cox, lies in the prob- 
ability of a thunder storm. This, however, 
would be only 4 temporary help, saye the 
weather office.

The records of the weather bureau show 
that May 17 of the present year comes the 
closest to approximating the heat of yes- 
terday. On that day the temperature reached 
90 degrees. The normal temperature for this 
time of the year is 60 degrees. 


Hot Wave Comes Early. 

“ We have had hot waves early in the sea- 
gon before, but this is unusually hot for so 
early in the season,” said Prof. Cox last 
night. “ The heat is mainly due to the fact 
that the wind has been blowing from the 
south. There probably will be a thunder storm 
tomorrow, which may cool Chicago a bit. 
The outlook, however, generally speaking, is 
for continued warmth.” 

The wind came steadily from the south 
ali day long, bringing heat and also relief 
from it. But for the breeze the day would 
have been still more oppressive. Downtown 
shoppers sought the west side of State street 
in the afternoon, thereby escaping the glow- 
ing sun, but also depriving themselves of 
the wind which struck ac the thorough- 
fare to the east side. 


Factories Like Great Furnaces. 

The large factories in the heart of the city 
became furnaces where the workers toiled 
in a heat from which they could not escape. 
Windows were thrown wide open that the 
air could circulate, but this provided only 
a slight rellef. The buildings themselves be- 
came superheated and the wind traveled 
through the rooms loaded with dust and 
charged: with steam anne from the pipes 
and boilers. 

Outside workers had a better time of it 
as they got the full sweep of the wind. Thus 
it was not an especially hard day for horses, 
drivets, laborers, carpenters, and men em- 
ployed on the steel buildings going up in 
the downtown section. 


Burden Heaviest at Night. 

In the thickly populated sections of the 
city the burden of the heat was felt especially 
at night. Where large families live in few 
rooms it was impossible to get enough air. 
Roofs were sought out and porches, and 
many persons found a refuge on the walks. 

The city went to bedslate, as everyone who 
could stald up and out of doors to enjoy the 
refreshing evening breeze until nearly mid- 
night. On porches and doorsteps white dresses 
and suits were seen until long after the usual 
retiring hour. Then, when the lights were 
put out for the night, windows were put up 
as high as they would go, to get the full 
benefit of the wind. This wind held fairly 
strong until early this morning, and at last 
brought a considerable amelioration in tem- 
perature and genera! conditions. 


Suburbs and Parks Favored. , 
Ih the suburban districts, where the popu- 
lation is more favored, the housewives made 
haste to purchase netting for porches in 
order that members of the families might 
sleep peacefully out of doors. was a 
rush for straw hats, negligee shirte, and 
other summer gear.

Deutschland. For the first two or three 


7 Gays of the voyage Mr. Rockefeller was the 


object of as much curiosity as a traveling 
monarch. He bore the scrutiny with ap- 
parent indifference, and the sia it grad- 
ually disappeared. 

His habits were the same as those of any 
other passenger. He took all his meals at 
the public table, played shuffleboard, fre- 
quently walked the @ecks, and constantly 
chatted freely with many of the other passen- 
gers. His health has evidently much im- 
proved, for he was able to eat the regular 
bill of fare, but he drank only milk. 

His opponents at shuffleboard found him a 
keen competitor. In the final game he won 
by a lucky shot when his score was s and his 
opponent's 90, and he danced a little jig of 
victory. It was difficult to believe that he 
had been described as a feeble old man. 


| Lectures on Economy. 

He made a little speech to the passengers 
in the second cabin on his favorite topic of 
economy. His auditors seemed to be highly 
edified. 

The only unpleasant incident was in con- 
nection with the concert collection. It was 
reported among the passengers that Mr. 
Rockefeller put a dollar bill. on the plate. 
The rumor reached Mr. Rockefeller ears 
and he retorted that he had given $100. Re- 
criminations followed and Mr. Rockefeller 
applied to the captain. 80 did the collectors 
and others who had craned their necks to 
see the measure of generosity of the richest 
man in the world The captain naturally re- 
fuged to have anything to do with the squab- 
ble, and the topic became smoking room goe- 
sip for the remainder of the voyage. 

At the captain’s dinner last right every- 
body was in the gayest spirits. Mr. Rocke- 
feller found a green foolscap in his cracker 
and he wore it throughout the dinner. The 
ship was full of the usual gossip, the most 
persistent yarn being that the reason the 
voyage was so slow was because it was 
necessary to rescreen all the coul because 
the police had been informed a bomb was 
concealed in the fuel. Some solemnly de- 
lieved the story. 


Interested in Unloading of Silver. 

Mr. Rockefeller leaned over the rail at 
Plymouth, with passengers crowding on all 
sides of him, for a full hour, watching the 
unl ng of 1,500 bars of silver. 

It was the children who received the most 
attention from the millionaire during the 
voyage. He played, joked, and gamboled 
with them, and they were delighted with 
their playfellow. 

Mr. Rockefeller will go to Paris on Friday. 
He will visit his daughter at the hospital at 
Oise, and will remain near her most of the 
time he is abroad. He will return home on 
the steamer Amerika, which will sail on July | 
20

The Maine physician, who breaks the 
monotony of his initials by spelling out one 
of his names in full, outdoes Dr. Osler, who 
advocated chloroform for the man who has 
reached the age of 45. 


Nan Reduced to Figures. . 

Dr. Holt has reduced a man’s flesh, blood, 
bones, and brain to figures with a dollar 
sigh before them. 

Today he presented a series of tabulated 
statements showing that a man's value in 
money could be actually and accurately de- 
termined by taking into consideration his: 
occupation and age. 

Mr. Holt showed by his tables that the eco- 
nomic value of a laboring man began to de- 
crease after his twenty-fifth year and that 
the economic value of a professional man 
began to decrease after his fortieth year. 

A boy of 10 years is rated to be worth 
$2,601.62; at 15 years he ls worth $4,268.66; at 
25, he is worth $5,488.03; and from that time 
on his value decreases, until at 70 years he 
is worth only §17.18. 

At 80 years man is a drawback 6n the com- 
munity to the extent of $872.84. 

A professional man at 25 years has an 
economic value of $25,808.04, and his highest 
value is at 40 years, when he is worth 
B44.68.

BALTIMORE HAS A COMPLAINT. 


Meat Inspection in Maryland City De- 
nounced as a Farce by State 
Board of Health. 


Baltimore, Md. June 6—[Special, Ine 
so-called inspection of meats ao and 
sold for human consumption in Baltimore 
was denounced today as a farce both by the 
state board of health and by President A. N. 
Bastable of the Union Stockyards company. 

Baltimore has three meat inspectors. One 
of them stays at the Union abattoir, another 
at the wharves to watch for bad cattle com- 


ing that way, and the third, single handed, 


must inspect all the meats offered for sale in 
Baltimore. There is nobody to look after the 
199 packing and slaughter houses. 

Dr. Fulton, secretary of the state board of 
health, says: 

“ Every slaughter house of any size keeps. 
an ambulance for the purpose of hauling ani- 
mals that have been disabled. It is also used 
to transport sick animals, and when an ani- 
mal is so sick that death seems imminent it 
is not unusual for a butcher to meet the cart 
and go through the formality of slaughter 
in the cart. If an animal should be actually 
dead, the butcher would not, as a rule, with- 
hold the knife on that account. A good many 
dairymen in the environs of Baltimore know 
how to dispose of sick cows in this way.”’ 


ALLEGED AUTO SCORCHER | 
APPEALS FROM WILMETTE. 
Frank P. Collier, Caught in Police Trap, 


Takes Case to Criminal Court and 
Writes Letter Denouncing Village. 


Frank P. Collier of Wilmette has thrown 
down the gauntlet to the Wilmette police 
force. Mr. Collier, who was arrested and 
fined for speeding his automobile, has ap- 
pealed his case to the Criminal court, de- 
claring that he has been singled out by the 
authorities of the village as the victim of 
their war against scorchtrs. A letter which 
he addressed to the president of the village, 
the members of the village council, and the 
residents of the village in general yesterday 
is in part as follows:

THINKS MEAT TRADE SECURE. 


Scotchman Visiting Chicago Holds That 
Published Charges Will Have Lit- 
tle Effect in Great Britain. 


Edward Tarras of Peterhead, Scotland, one 
of the directors of the North of Scotland Can- 
ning company, limited, passed through Chi- 
cogo yesterday. He said he had read with 
interest the reports of the charges made 
against the Chicago packers. He was not 
inclined to think’ that the European trade 
of the Chicago houses would be affected to 
any great extent. 

Ihe British public has eaten Chicago méats 
for years and the products have given satis- 
faction. If a can of meat was not up to the 
Standard the customer had the right to take 
it back to where it was purchased and a fresh 
can was given or the money refunded. 

During the Matabele and Boer wars Mr. 
Tarras said, the Chicago méats proved better 
than the tinned stuffs imported from Ger- 
many or even Canada. England would hardly 
be England without the Chicago lunch 
tor. gue. 

There was room for improvement in the 


methods of handling cattle, said Mr. Tarras. 


He added: 

The report about the man falling into the 
vant of lard and other accidents supposed to 
have happened at the packing works appear 
serious when published with American va- 
riations. Considéring the number of men and 
women employed in Packingtown; however, 
I am surprised there are so few aécidents. I 
don't think there is a brewery in this coun- 
try—I know there isn’t in England, Scotland. 
or lreland—where men have not fallen into 
the vats of beer at different times and lost 
their lives, 

**I do think, however, the Chicago packing 
works are too congested. I understand that 
the ground there is only rented by the pack- 
ers. Their businesses have grown 80, one 
would think they would remove to more com- 
niodious quarters.“ 


RISE IN DEFENSE OF PACKERS. 


Members of Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation Consider Sending a Pro- 
test to President Roosevelt. 


Directors of the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation will meet this afternoon to consider 
the advisability of addressing a communica- 
tion to President Roosevelt protesting against 
the alleged injustice of the report on the 
Chicago packing houses made by the pres!- 
Gent’s investigators.

BARTZEN FINDS BUILDING VIOLA- 
TIONS IN PACKINGTOWN. 


Sights in Slaughter Houses: Leave an 
Unfavorable Impression on Com- 
missioner, Who Invades the Piants 
with His Staff of Inspectors—Wood 
Fire Escapes, Absence of Dividing 
Walls, and Other Infractions Are 
Found—Locked Exit Discovered. 


After a strenuous day spent in inspecting 
the stockyards buildings, Building Com- 
missioner Bartzen last night repairec to a 
refreshment counter opposite the Haleted 
street entrance. With the eyes of his in- 
spectors upon him, he passed by the wiener- 
wurst, the pressed corn beef, and other meats 
set forth to tempt the nungrs and thirsty 
customers of the place. 

But at the far end of the counter the super- 
‘eanaitive. ecommissioner selected two pieces 
ot bread, a piece of yellow cheese, and a 
sardine. 

“ Just as good a lunch as anybody should 
want, he said. The beer was all right, 
too.“ 

He explained by saying his appetite for 
meat had been destroyed by the trip through 
Packingtown. 

The commissioner was accompanied on his 
trip by Edward Kelling, Fire Eecape In- 
spector Peter McGinnis, and Inepectors 
Knight, Moran, Mahoney, Dalton, Murphy, 
Gleason, Fox, Cowdry, Anderson, and Min- 
iter. They rted that they had visited 
the packing houses of Swift & Co., Armour 
& Co., Morris & Co., Libby, McNeill & Libby, 
and H. Boore & Co. They told the inspector 
they had discovered violations of the bulld- 
ing ordpances. They stated they were cour- 
teously received by superintendents and that 
the representatives of the packers promised 
them all requirements of the building depart- 
ment will be fulfilled. 

Wood Fire Escapes Found. 

Inspectors Cowdry and Murphy went 
through the ham house of Morris & Co. at 
the northwest corner of Transit and Centcr 
avenues. They found two attached brick 
buildings with no brick dividing wall. They 
| found only one stairway. e fire escape 
was made of wood instead of metal, it was re- 
pcrted. 

The report on Libby, McNeill & Libby con- 
tained numerous items. Reports were made 
on eight attached buildings of mill construc- 
tien ranging from three to seven stories in 
height. The buildings contain eleven in- 
terior stairways and two more stairways are 
under construction. Fault was found with 
eight wooden ladders,’ which must be re- 
placed by metal. 

The freight elevators were criticised for 
lack of iron doors. There was a general lack 
of fire escape signs and signs showing the 
safe loads for the floors. The absence of 
guards on belting was remarked and addi- 
tiqnal fire escapes were demanded. 

A locked exit was found in warehouse 
„ of Armour & Co. There were no fire 
escape signs. The inspection was not fin- 
ished, 

At Boore’s packing house two wooden fire 
escapes were discovered. 

Thinks Buildings Are Insanitary. 

Jam not prepared o say that any of the 
butidings ought to be torn down, but many of 
them are insanitary in the extreme.“ said 
Commissioner Bartzen. “I was in the 
slaughtering room of Swift & Co. this morn- 
ing and it made me sick. 

“I feel we are just scraping the surface of 
things so far. I have taken my inspectors 
from their regular work, and I intend to keep 
them at work on the stockyards until every 
provision of the building ordinance has been 
complied with.“ 

Between 600 and 700 people visited the 
stockyards yesterday in answer to adver- 
tisements of the packers, who are inviting 
public inspection. Some of the visitors were 
impressed like Commissioner Bartzen, and 
others, to whom the stockyards are more or 
lees familiar, simply remarked: 

It's cleaner here than it was last time. I 
don’t suppose they can be as neat in a slaugh- 
ter house as in a market.“ 

Commissioner Bartzen's Inspectors will re- 
sume their investigations today. The wood- 
en lateral fire escapes will have to (be re- 
moved and be replaced by metal ladder es- 
capes and platforms. If overcrowding is at- 
tempted the doughty commissioner says he 
will close the buildings.

„Underlying Companies in Power. 


By the election of Mr. Rawson as apr 
dent and Mr. Blair as vice president the 
Union Traction company has put the North 
and West Chicago—the underlying compa- 
nies—in control of the new corporation. 
Messrs. Rawson and Blair have represented 
these underlying companies in all the gese- 
ta tions. 

When the Union Traction properties were 
first put in the hands of receivers the same 
men were appointed for Union Traction and 
North and West Chicago alike, and the cfM™- 
cers of the underlying companies were named 
by Union Traction interests. 

Afterwards there was a protest from own- 
ers of stock in the underlying companies, 
and on their demand Mr. Rawson, whose 
ownership in North and West Chicago stock 
does not exceed $60,000, but who holds gen- 
eral confidence, was made president of the 
underlying companies and Mr. Blair named 
as the reeciver for these properties. They 
were put in to protect the interests of the 
small stockholders in the:underlying compa- 
nies. 


Directors Must Vote Stock Increase. 


The Chicago railways company originally 
was organized under the laws of Illinois at 
the time of the dispute between the Union 
Traction and the underlying companies as 
to the terms of the revised leases. It had 
a nomifal capital of $10.000 and was incor- 
porated simply on the idea that it might be 
needed some day. The day seems to have 
come. 

The first thing the board of directors will 
have to do when they are chosen on Monday 
will be to vote an increase in that capital 
stock to meet its requirements. The amount 
has not yet been determined upon. It is 
understood there is to be a scaling down of 
stock—in the common of the Union Traction 
at least—eo that the total will not reach that 
of the total capitalization of the present com- 
panieg. One thing is pretty certain—there 
will be no water in the stock of the Chicago 
railways company. * 


Counsel Not Tet Chosen. 

Another thing for the directors to consider 
will be means of taking the properties out 
of the hands of receivers. Whether this is 
possible depends on how much money can 
be raised for the use of the new company, 
but it is understood the money will be avail- 
able. 

There is some dispute as to who shall be 
ecvosen general counsel for the new company. 
It is said Henry 8. Robbins, who has acted 
as attorney for the underlying companies in 
their disputes with Union Traction, is to be 
named for the place, and also that a demand 
has been made by the Union Traction in- 
terests that W. W. Gurley be appointed. 

In New York it is said that Mr. Gurley 
will represent the new corporation in the 
negotiations with the city authorities for 
new franchises for north and west side lines 
and in negotiations for the sale of the prop- 
erties to the city. It is believed there that 
satisfactory arrangements can be made in 
the near future. 


Attack Mueller Law in Court. 
Ex-Judge Shope filed in the Circuit court 


yesterday an application for a writ of in- 


junction, which is intended to test the legal- 
ity not only of the city ordinance pretending 
to authorige the issuance of $75,000,000 of 
Mueller law certificates, but also the consti- 
tutionality of the Mueller law itself. His 
clients are Francis B. Prabody, Edwin L. 
Lobdell, and John McLaren, 

The reason for asking the injunction is 
that the city is about to enter into a contract 
for the printing of the proposed certificates 
at a cost of $4,625, which, the petition says, 
wil. be an illegal charge upon the taxpayers. 
Also, that as soon as the certificates are 
printed it is the purpose of the mayor to 
put them upon the market by means of a 
trust deed and mortgage to the American 
Trust company as trustee. The petition 
goes so far as to characterize these or- 
dinances as log rolling, vicious, and unlaw- 
ful.” 

The bill asks for a perpetual injunction 
against Mayor Dunne, Controller McGann, 
and City Clerk Anson, forbidding them from 
delivering any mortgage, trust deed, or street 
railway certificates under the authority of 
the disputed ordinances. 


MOTOR BOATS MUST OBEY LAW. 


Owners Notified to Provide One Life Pre- 
server for Every Person Carried, 
Also a Licensed Master. 


Owners of small motor boats which carry 
passengers for hire along Chicago’s water 
front are being notified by the customs au- 
thorities that their boats must be equipped 
as specified by law if they wish to continue 
in business. The new law affects only the 
smaller class of launchés, those over fifteen 
tons being governed by the regular steam- 
boat Inspection laws. Hereafter motor boats 
of any size, if carrying passengers for hire, 
must have on board one ufe preserver for 
each person carried and must be in charge of 
a person licensed by thé local steamboat in- 
epectors.

SCANDAL Moons A CULT: 


THEOSOPHISTS MEET AFTER OUST- 
ING OF LEADBEATER. 


Chicagoans, Moved by Gravity of 
Leader’s Disgrace, Abstain from 
Discussion, Altheugh a Letter Of- 
cially Informing Them of Action by 
Council Is Received—Scandal Re- 
vives Rumors While Lectures Were 
Being Delivered in Chicago, 


Members of the Chicago Theosophical so- 
clety met last night just after receiving an 
announcement from the president, W. G. 


Greenleaf, that Charles W. Leadbeater, one 


of the most brilli 33 exponents of theosophy, 
had been from the international 
érenhteation to for immorality of a revolting 
character. The expulsion was ordered by 
the leaders of the society at a recent meeting 
in London and will cause a marked sensation 
in all parts of the world, The Chicago soci- 
ety’s meeting was unettended by any discus- 
sion of the affair. This was owing to the 
grave character of the charges against the 
leader of the cult and an indisposition to 
bring up a controversy. 

Leadbeater’s expulsion was due to charges 
preferred against him by boys of many of the 
families in the society in various parts of 
the world. Not only was the leader accused 
of immoral practices but also of teaching 
youths in many at ee families the tenets 
of bachelorhood. f 


Peaches Folly of Marriage: 

It was revealed by some of the members of 
he. cbapter that Leadbeater found his 
way into the companionship of young boys 
in many cities of th’ world, only to teach 
them that they should not marry. He ad- 
vised them to remain bachelors throughout 
their life, and insisted that wedlock was un- 
necessary in this age. It ig claimed he re- 
ferred to marriage in flippant terms, and 
sy he won over many young men to his be- 
ie 

He declared there were too many people in 
the world any way, and that the rejations of 
the sex should be eschewed as of trifling 
importance. His glowing arguments, it is 


said, worked havoc in many homes where he 


was a visitor. 


Letter Tells of Disgrace. 


The news of Leadbeater’s dismissal from 
the cult became known here when the follow- 
ing letter was received by the local officers 
from H. 8. Olcott, the president and founder 
of the society: | 

Theosophical Society, President’s Office, Paris, 
May 17, 1906.—Serious charges having been pre- 
ferred against Mr. C. W. Leadbeater by the execu- 
tive committee of the American section T. S., the 
president-founder called a meeting on May 16 at 
London of an advisory board consisting of the 
whole executive committee of the British section 
and delegates from the American and French séc- 
tions to counsel with him ae to the beet course to 
take. ; 

After careful consideration of the charges and 
the hearing of Mr. Leadbeater’s verbal explana- 
tions, the following resolution was adopted: 

„ That, having considered certain charges 
brought against C. W. Leadbeater, and having 
listened to his explanations, the committee unan- 
imously recommends the acceptance by the presi- 
dent-founder of his resignation, already offered in 
anticipation of the committee's decision.“ 

The membership of Mr. Leadbeater in the Theo- 
sophical society having thus ceased, his appoint- 
ment as presidential delegate is hereby canceled. 

H. 8. OLCOTT, President-Founder. 


Defense Fails to Convince. 


Leadbeater was present at the trial, but 
his defense was insufficient to satisfy the 
high council. After he had tried unsuccess- 
fully to refute the charges against him he 
departed, and, it was said, went to South 
America. Members of the society here would 
say little about the matter except to admit 
they knew rumors of Leadbeater’s immoral- 
ity had been rife. 

President Greenleaf sald no action would 
be taken in the matter here. R. A. Burnette 
of this city was one of the men who preferred 
charges against the former leader. He now 
is in London, 

Leadbeater has had a brilliant record. He 
has visited and studied everywhere in the 
world. Two years ago he was in Chicago 
for six months and gave weekly lectures 
on theosophy before large audiences. He 
won innumerable friends here by hie frank, 
compelling wards. Some of his friends are 
inclined to believe his mind has become 
unbalanced by close application to his stud- 
ies. Officers of the Chicago branch of the 
cult say the trouble will not affect the 


i society.

Prof. Foster set forth 
some of his theories in an address on The 
Modern Conception of God,“ at the after- 
noon session of the congress of ane in 
Cobb hall yesterday. 

Applause greeted Prof. Foster often in the 
course of his talk and the majority of the 
400 listeners received his ideds with marked 
favor. In the discussion following the ad- 
dress only one stand was taken against 
him. This was made by a colored pastor, 
the Rev. W. H. Spees of Taylorville, III., 


who declared he was unable to reconcile | 


himself to the belief of Prof. nter 


g God a Consciousness. vf 
„God is transcendent in that re can make 


} things come to pass, declared Prof. Foster. 


“God must be a consciousness and ‘not a 
substance. Substance has passed away. The 
conception of him as a consciousness is more 
final and fuller. It is infinitely richer. God 
must de thought of as moral. 

“To the modern man God is becoming a 
being. We cannot have an unfinished exist- 
ence and a finished God. But if we do have 
this God must be a living God, and if God 


were living, unchanging, always equal, it 
must be a stupid life, even for a God. The 


kernel of the matter is not in the kind of 
God, but the experience through which the 
idea is reached. 

All that is original, all that is essential, 
is invisible. And the world as it has come 
from its source is invisible and transitory. 
What we call life and death belongs to the 
invisible. Therefore the essence of life, as of 
death, is eternally hidden from man. The 
origin of death ie the same as of life. 


Religion of the Future. 


* Religion in the future will consist more 
of science and less of speech. Traditions are 
rapidly perishing. The conception of God 
is in the process of becoming rather than be- 
ing. The essence of man is the forward 
striving toward a flying ho Ideas are the 
servants and the signboards of the journey. 
As life and experience change the ideas 
change. Therefore we cannot speak defi- 
nitely of a God idea, though we can confi- 
dently of the conception of the world and 
the man.“ 

Prof. Gerald B. Smith, a member of the de- 
partment of systematic theology, of which 
Prof. Foster is the head, and the Rev. Carl 
S. Patton of Ann Arbor, Mich., also read pa- 
pers during the aftérnoon session. The lat- 
ter’s subject was The New Theism.”’ Prof. 
Smith spoke on The Critical Point in The- 
ology Today.“ 

The poor tolling pastor cast out of the 
pale because he believes literally in the first 
chapter of Genesis,“ declared Prof. Smith, 
„ means more to the world and its advance- 
ment than the man who discovers the miss- 
ing link.” 

College Man Criticised. 


In the morning session the Rev. E. G. Up- 
dike assailed the college man, declaring the 
churches could accomplish more by devot- 
ing their missionary work to students on 
the campus than by going to foreign lands. 

The faults of the college man, he explained, 
are that he is not susceptible to change from 
his own ideas, lacking in bravery to face 
the moral problems of the day, losing sym- 
pathy with the world through his selfish se- 
clusion, too much devotion to his own pur- 
suits, too much specialty; and in attempting 
to reach the same conclusions in spiritual 
matters es in material affairs, 


LAWYER BROWN SENTENCED; 
FAILS IN FIGHT FOR LIBERTY. 


Attorney Who Is Convicted on Charge 
of Attempted Subornation of Perjury 
Fails in Writ to Stay Judgment. 


William Eugene Brown, the lawyer who 
was convicted in the Criminal court last 
Novetnber of attempted subornation of per- 
jury, was sentenced to à year in the bride- 
well and ordered to pay a fine of $100 by 
Judge McEwen yesterday. After the order 
of sentemce was entered Brown appealed to 
the branch Appellate court for a writ of su- 
persedeas to stay judgment. The writ was 
denied and the convicted lawyer was taken 
into custody by a deputy sheriff. 

The criminal prosecution against Brown 
grew out of a hearing before Master in Chan- 
cery Rush last spring, when the lawyer is 
said to have produced Detective Charles T. 
Haas to testify regarding the identity of 
“ William Barton.” Instead of giving this 
testimony Haas exposed the alleged attempt 
at subornation of perjury. 

In passing sentence Judge McEwen said in 
all his experience in criminal cases he never 
had heard a witnese falsify as did Brown in 
the hearing of the criminal case. 

“The Hee were not even clever,“ said the 
court. The lawyer also has been disbarred 
from practice in Illinois.

Alleged Lottesy Man Says He Will 


Invite Heaviest Penalty if Held 
Guilty, and on Coming from Prison 
Will Give His Fortune to the Gov- 
ernment and Then Efface Himself 
and Family, All Being in Defense 
of His Dear Honor.” : 


In the closing. hour of his trial yesterday 

Louis A. Gourdain offered himself, his for- 
tune, and hisfamily as a sacrifice on thealtar. 
of justice. Should the jurors find him guilty 
the alleged lottery man seid he would court 
the severest sentence and when he came 
from prison he would turn His possessions 
oer to the government and proceed to efface 
himself and his famfly.: 
This much did Gourdain offer in the name 
of his dear honor.“ He seasoned’ his plea 
with a judicious solemnity of countenance 
and a few quarts of tears. 

Gourdain for several weeks has been on 
trial with John H. Dalton in the court of 
Judge K. M. Landis on a charge of using 
the mails to defraud. Dalton has been con- 
victed of serious offenses on the testimony 
of young girls). He and his honor are 
a Stag by Attorney Frank D. Comer- 

ord. 

Gourdain His Own Lawyer. 

Gourdain, who is charged with promoting 
a scheme similar to a lottery, has conducted 
his own case and introduced no witnesses 
in his own defense. He declares his scheme 
is as legitimate as the operations of John 
D. Rockefeller or any board of trade mem- 
ber. His statements and actions in the case 
have: attracted much attention. 

As a climax to his closing statement to the 
jury Gourdain said: 

“TI regard my honor as the dearest thing 
in life. ‘If there is the slightest idea in your 
heads, Mr. Jurymen, that I have defrauded 
man, woman, or child I have lost my honor 
and I demand a verdict of guilt. If that 
verdict ts returned I will demand of Judge 
Landis the severest sentence under the law. 
I then will go to prison and willingly serve 
my sentence; the case never shall go any 
further than you; I shall not appeal. 


Will Forfeit Fortune, Etc. 

“When I step from the prison a free man 
I will forfeit:my fortune to the United States, 
and then by common consent of us all the 
Gourdain family will wipe iteelf from the 
face of this.earth. Gentlemen, I thank you.” 

The jurymen at the conclusion of the 
speech sat silent. Judge Landis said nothing, 
and for a moment the courtroom remained 
still. Assistant District Attorney Hanchett 
then took up his argument, 

Judge Landis will instruct tho jury this 
morning, and @ verdict is ee before

KARL R. E. VON HARTMANN DEAD. 


Eminent German Philosopher Expired 
Yesterday in Berlin Suburb, 
Aged 65 Years. 


— 


BERLIN, June 6.— Karl Robert Eduard von 
Hartmann, one of the most famous of Ger- 
man philosophers, died today at his home in 
Grosslichterfelde, a suburb of Berlin. He 
was in his sixty-fifth year. 

Hartmann was educated at the school of 
artillery and held a commission from 1860 to 
1865, when he sustained an accident that 
caused a knee trouble from which he never 
recovered. Resigning from the army, he 
took a degree at Rostock, after which he 
returned to Berlin and engaged in literary 
pursuits. 

His knee trouble caused him constantly to 
suffer intense pain, and he was compelled to 
do most of his work in bed, but he neverthe- 
less Was an extremely prolific and versatile 
writer, and his books attracted wide atten- 
tion. Philosophy of the Unconscious,’’ his 
best known work, went through many edi- 
tions. 

Between 1870 and 1875 fifty-eight books 
were written by other writers commenting 
on Hartmann’s philosophy. His doctrine was 
a peculiar mixture of pessimism and opti- 
mism. He was a pessimist in so far as he be- 
lieved in the inevitable misery of existence, 
but an optimist in so far as he had faith in 
evolutionary progress. His theories regard 
ing evolution involved him in a controversy 
with Herbert Spencer. 

Beides his philosophical works, Hartmann 
wrote several critical literary essays which 
are given high rank in Germany.

New Orleans, La., June 6.~—[(8pecial.)—T. 
Spence Smith of Rapides today introduced 
into the state legislature a bill to regulate 
marriage contracts and prevent racésuicide. 
The bill only applies to whites and provides: 

It shall be unlawful for any young man to 
attempt to court any young woman before 
he is 24 years of age. 

Before making such attempt he shall in- 
form the parents or guardian of the woman 
he proposes to court of his intention to do so. 

He shall also make affidavit before a justice 
of the peace that his courtship will be in 
good faith and for the purpose of trying to 
convince the young woman that it will be 
profitable for her to marry him, 

It shall be unlawful for widowers over the 
age of 40 years to attempt to court any 
woman under the age of 18 beyond the con- 
fires of the parish of their residence. 

After the passage of the act all childron 
born to legally married people in this state 
snall be raised and educated at public ex- 
pense. 

All boy children shall be sent to the state 
university at Baton Rouge and all girl chil- 
dren to the state normal school at Natchi- 
toches. 

An appropriation of $17,000,000 to carry 
out this education feature is provided for 
in the bill.

MAN IS FINED FOR POSTING SIGNS 
ON ROOF OF HIS BARN. 


Y. L. Wolfram, After Being Accused 
by a Neighbor of Malicious Mischiet 
in the Court of Justice Grant, Pays 
Penalty—“Doctoréd” Food Is Scat~ 
tered for Birds and Notice Dis« 
played in the Hope of Avoiding 
Blame. 


Because the pigeons near his residence were 
unable to read the glaring poison signs which 
he Set up to scare them away, F. L. Wol- 
fram, 1615 South Hamlin avenue, yesterday 
was fined $85 and costs in Justice Grant's 
court for malicious mischief. The complaint 
against him was made by James Devere, 
1608 South Hamlin avenue, who owns some 
of the birds which the defendant thought 
were a nuisance to the locality. 

The trial disclosed the fact that Wolfram, 
annoyed at pigeons on his premises, mixed 
poison with bird seed and scattered it over 
the roof of his barn and house. The poison 
was effective and many of the birds were 
killed. 

A neighbor advised him to put signs on his 
house and barn warning the birds to keep 
away. The neighbor averred that by taking 
such a precaution Wolfram could not be 
arrested: 


Puts Up Warning Signs. 

Pursuant to the suggestion, Wolfram put 
up large signs, reading: Poison is placed 
here. Danger! Look out!“ 

In the center was painted in red ink a 
skull and crossbones. The notices looked 
forbidding and dangerous. They were set 
up corispicuously so that neighbors could 
ee them. Wolfram, according to his story 
in court, intended that the pigeons should 
see the signs and escape trouble. 


Birds Fail to Read Warning. 

But the birds for some reason falled to 
observe the warning, for several of them died. 

Whereupon the neighbors sought relief and 
had Wolfram arrested. 

In court Devere said not only was the 
poison bad for the birds but that the sign 
Was an eyesore to the locality. On promise 
of the defendant that he would take his signs 
deten and remove his poison Justice Grant 
fined him $5.

Democratic Convention Call. 


Peoria was selected for the democratic 
state convention, Aug. 21, by the democratic 
state central committee at a meeting during 
the day, and at the same time the basis of 
representation was reduced to one delegate 
for every 200 votes for Parker in 1904. This 
will give the democrats a convention of about 
1,680 delegates, of which number Chicago will 
furnish about 518. 

The republican ratio is one to every 400 
votes for Roosevelt, but the democrats, in 
the first call for their convention, having 
made the ratio one to 300, still further re- 
duced it in order to have a large convention. 

Joliet was a rival of Peoria in bidding for 
the convention, but the latter got it by a vote 
of 19 to 4. If the democrats had followed the 
advice of their state chairman, Charles 
Boeschenstein of Edwardsville, they would 
have disregarded the primary law and would 
have held the convention in June, before the 
law goes into effect.

CONGRESS NIHIL 10 T K 


REPRESENTATIVE SULLIVAN ‘INTI- 
MATES PRESIDENT’S CONTEMPT. 


Massachusetts Man Declares That 
Roosevelt Should Demand Resigna- 
tion of Wilson if Executive Cares 
Anything for the Laws of the 0 Coun- 
try—Brands Secretary of Kerical- 
ture and Hitcheock and Metcalf aa 
Violators of Laws of United States. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—President 
Roosevelt was lashed over the shoulders of 
Secretary Wilson of the department of agri- 
culture today by Representative Sullivan of 
Massachusetts, who, during the discussion 
of the sundry civil bill in the house, charged 
that the secretary had violated the law ia 
regard to the erection of the agricultural 
building. Representative Sullivan declared 
that if Secretary Wilson’ * resignation were 
not demanded it wouid s tiPresident 
Roosevelt cared nothing for congress or its 
enactments. 

Hitchcock and Metcalf Scored. 

Besides Secretary Wilson, Secretary Hitch- 
cock of the interior department and Secre- 
tary etcalf of the department of labor 
and commerce were accused of being law 
violators by Representative Sullivan. 

He accused Secretary Hitchcock of a vio- 


lation of law through the sale of town lots 


in Oklahoma, from the proceeds of which, 
Representative Sullivan said, the secretary 
constructed roads and erected bridges, court 
houses, jails, and other public buildings. 

“Another violation of the law,“ said Repre- 
sentative Sullivan, “to my mind more 
flagrant and with far less excuse, was com- 
mitted by the secretary of agriculture, Wil- 
son. Now the.result of this proceeding is 
that congress will be obliged at a later day 
to appropriate another $1,600,000 to execute 
the plans which the secretary of agriculture 
had in mind from the beginning. 


Calls for Official Action. 
Whether he had the sanction of the presi- 
dent in his violation of the law, I am not 
prepared to state, for I do not know, and I 
‘believe the secretary is too loyal to his 
chief to tell the truth if the president had 
‘sanctioned that violation of the law. If the 
president was not aware of thie violation 
of law before, he is aware of. it now, If he 
fails to call for the gecretary’s resignation 
it will be because he Advised this violation 
and does not dare to remove him. On the 
other hand, if he did not know of it and fails 
to call for his resignation, it is because he 
himself has contempt for congress and its 
laws and upholde a member of his family 
who expresses that contempt for congress 
anch its laws.“ 

The third violation, Representative Sulli. 
van said, was not without an extenuating 
feature. He referred to the execution of the 
Chinese exclusion law. He said that Mr. 
Sargent, commissioner of immigration, had 
frankly admitted that the Chinese exclusion 
law was not being enforced at the present 
time and that it was the intention of this ad- 
ministration not to enforce it. 


ELECTRIC CURRENT ESCAPES; 
TIES UP BOSTON TRAFFIC, 


Transportation Through Subway and 
Part of Elevated System at Standstill 
Because of Short Circuit. 


Boston, Mass., June 6.—Through the escape 
tonight of the electric current that supplies 
motive power for the elevated railway trains 
three persons were injured, several firemen 
received severe shooks, and all transporta- 
tion service through the subway and on part 
of the elevated system was shut off for near- 
ly two hours. 

The trouble occurred at the Boylston street 
station of the subway. The elevated power 
cables became short circuited and an explo- 
sion followed. The cables began to burn and 
the subway quickly filled with smoke. All 
elevated trains running through the subway 
came to a standstill. The smoke was so 
dense that by the time the trolley cars 
reached the Boylston street station the pass- 
engers had great difficulty in breathing, and 
many of them were nearly exhausted when 
they staggered, blinded and choking, up the 
exit stairs to the common. 

The subway is equipped with hose and a 
water supply, but the instant that the water 
was turned on the burning cables every man

How Everybody Helps. 

‘Admiral, think what an inestimable thing 
it is to have won the right to stand as a man 
to whom I naturally turn when I wish to 
illustrate by example the traits of character 
that the American should show if America 
is to be what it shall and will be. When the 
time of crisis came, when that great day in 
May came when the @€dmiral went into 
Manila, it .was all essential to have at the 
head the man who had the courage, the self- 
reliance, the thorough professional know!l- 
edge, the ability to grasp the fleeting mo- 
ment.

Radical Change for Railroads. 
There are many things in the new rate bill 
which involve radical change of administra- 
tion on the part of the railroads. There are 
other items which cannot be properly ad- 
justed by the commission except after con- 
ferences with railroad officials. The com- 


‘mission itself has to be reorganized entirely 


and it probably will be necessary to put 
through a deficiency appropriation to supply 
money enough for new salaries and new 
Official machinery. All this will take time 
and for this reason the conferees went out 
of their way to insert a section deferring the 
execution’ of the new law until sixty days 
after its approval by the president. 

Inasmuch as the senate has objected to 
this assumption of authority by the conferees 
it will be necessary to secure unanimous 
consent to such amendment or else the senate 
and house will have to rush through a joint 
resolution deferring the operation of the new 
rate law for sixty days or longer if it is 
deemed necessary. One of the two courses 
will be adopted because members of the inter- 
state commerce commission themselves think 
it would not be wise to attempt to enforce 
tte law until the railroads have had some 
time in which to adjust themselves to the 
radically new conditions. Besides that the 
members of the commission have had a hard 
year of it keeping up with the various investi- 
gations ordered by congress. Most of them 
are tired out and will be just as well satisfied 
if the new law, with its additional burdens, 
dia not become effective until Sept. 1. 


NIAGARA WATER FOR DRAINAGE. 


Favorable Report on Bill Means 
Big Canal Will Not Be Af- 
fected. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—[{Special.]—The 
senate committee on foreign affairs directed 

a favorable report today of a bill introduced 
by Benator Lodge for the preservation of 
Niagara falls. This bill is a duplicate of that 
favorably reported by the rivers and har- 
bors committee of the house. It contains a 
provision that no limit shall be placed upon 
waters diverted for sanitary and domestic 
purposes.

In pursuance of this purpose it will send 


to President Roosevelt, Secretary of War 
Taft, the members of both houses of con- 
gress, and the mayor and common council of 
Chicego a protest against the outer harbor 
recommendation of Lieut. Col. Bixby of the 
United States corps of engineers, in charge 
of the government work here. 

The protest, which was prompted by the 
report of Col. Bixby dated Dec. 12, 10905, 
was embodied in the report of the river and 
harbor committee of the board, submitted 
at the meeting and approved. This report 
also severely criticised both Col. Bixby and 
Maj. Marshall, formerly in charge of the 
government work here. 

It was declared that Maj. Marshall's policy 
eost the city of Chicago “ untold millions 
of dollars,“ and that Col. Bixby’s attitude 
appears to be only a modification of that of 
his predecessor. 


Channels Should Be Completed. 
“The real interest of Chicago,“ the report 


’ @eclares, is in the completion of the main 


channel, including the Chicago river and its 
lateral facilities, and for this purpose the 
general government is entitled to spend at 
least twenty times as much money as for 
any other local improvement that assumes 
to compete with this port. Considered as a

prepare a case against the railroads which 
were shown in the Garfield report to have 
made illegal rates to the Standard Oil com- 
pany out of Whiting. 

New data on tide poate hae ated: dads eb- 
tained by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. in its investigation of the relations be- 
tween the railroads and the Standard Oil 
company. In the Garfiéld report there is a 
direct accusation against the Alton railroad 
of paying rebates, and other roads which are 
sald in this report to have conspired with 
the Standard Ol company to discriminate 
in favor of the oll trust are the Bastern U- 
nois and the Illinois Central. 

At the Cleveland hearing of the interstate 
commerce commission it developed that the 
Lake Shore road used a device of giving ex- 
cessive mileage to the Standard. Oil tank 
cars as a means of. paying rebates. Some 


evidence, too, has been secured againet the 


Santa Fe and other ranroads. 
May Break Up Freight Associations. 


As far as the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is concerned, it is said that one of its 
aims is to break up the rate making associa~ 
tions like the Central Freight association. 
‘That prosecution will begin against the rail- 
roads in this association, including all the 
roads operating between Chicago and Buf- 
falo, is. practically certain, It was clearly 
shown by the testimony of traffic men, and 
it wag shown aleo by the admissions which 
‘were made reluctantly by Joseph Tucker, 
chairman of the Central Freight association, 
that the railroads conspire together in the 
‘making of practically every freight rate in 
this territory, and that as a result of these 
associations there is no such thing as a com- 
petitive rate any more. 

Southern Road Scored by Officials, 

A remarkable document recently has been 
issued by the railroad commission of South 
Carolina, in the form of a report on the 
physical condition of the Southern railroad. 
President Spencer of the railroad is ponder- 
inggover this report and it is hardly to be 
presumed his thoughts are the pleasantest 
considering the scoring which his road has 
received at the hands of the commission. 

The report states that on a majority of the 
lines of this road in the state of South Caro- 
line the rails are so light and the cross ties 
so decayed that the roadbed is in no condi- 
tion to stand the heavy rolling stock used, 
and this condition more than anything else 
is responsible for the congestion of traffic 
and the failure of the trains to make sched- 
ule time. 

The commission pays its respects also to 
the management of the railroad in the mat- 
ter of the reported shutting down of its shops 
It declares that instead of 
shutting down, the shops of the company

A OITY ASSESSMENT. 

The charter convention is in no mood to 
entertain the suggestion that the city 
be given unlimited discretion as to the 
rate of taxation. That may be local 
home rule,” but if so property owners do 
not crave so heroic a dose of it. There 
may be no need of statutory restriction in 
a rural community where most of those 
who vote the taxes pay the taxes, but it is 
imperatively demanded in a large city. 
Without it the burden of taxation would 
become intolerable. 

The proposition that the city shall make 
the assessment upon which taxes are 
levied for municipal purposes meets with 
inore favor in the convention. There is 
authority for it in the constitutional 
emendment. It reads that the city may 
provide for the assessment of property 
and the levy and collection of taxes with- 
in such city for corporate purposes in ac- 
cordance with the principles of equity 
and uniformity prescribed by this consti- 
tution.” 

If advantage were to be taken of the 
grant of power there would be a return to 
a system which was in vogue prior to the 
adoption of the present constitution and 
which was abawdoned only after it had 
been held unconstitutional. There was 
one assessment for state, county, and 
town purposes and another for city pur- 
poses made by city officials. 

From past experience it is possible to 
judge what would happen if the old sys- 
tem were readopted. In 1872 the city 
assessment was $283,000,000 and the state 
assessment for the entire county was only 
$€4,000,000. The state assessment was 
absurdly low, but the city assessment went 
to the other extreme. It was forced up in 
order to increase the municipal revenues. 
Formerly the city was allowed to levy a 
1 mill tax for one purpose and a 2 mil] 
tax for another. The higher the assess-. 
ment the more productive the rate. The 
city officfals, when they needed more 
money, were not compelled to go to the 
legislature to get the rates raised. They 
could provide the relief themselves by 
raising the assessment. 

A provision in the new charter’ that 
taxes for municipal purposes should be 
limited to 4½ per cent would be well as 
far as it went, but the value of the limita: 
tior might be greatly impaired if the city 
were authorized to make its own assess- 
ment. The municipal government of this 
generation is quite as eager to spend 
money as that of a generation ago, and 
whet it saw that mor- could be had by 
taking an exalted view of the value of 
property it would instruct its assessors 
.ccordingly. 

One of the reasons for abolishing the 
dua! assessment system was that it com- 
pelled taxpayers to pay taxes at two 
offices instead of one. Another was that 
it involved duplication of work and ex- 
pense. There are several reasons why 
the charter convention should go slow in 
the matter of a city assessment. 


A FARCICAL COMMISSION. 

Charges against Ricard O’Sullivan Burke 
were filed last October. He was charged 
with incompetency. The trial is still going 
on, and the end of it is not in sight. 

During all this period Burke has been 
hung between his job and discharge in a 
most uncomfortable attitude. He has al- 
ready spent on lawyers’ fees more than one 
year’s salary. Since October,he has done 
little work for the city. This is natural, for 
in addition to the fact that his department 
of the city government has become de- 
mgralized by the long continued precarious 
attitude of its chief, the colonel himself has 
been compelled to spend much of his time 
in the trial rooms and much more in gath- 
ering up evidence. 

The idea that the civil service commission 
should gravely spend nine months deciding 
whether an employé is good enough to hold 
his job is evidence enough that at least two 
members of the commission are not good 
enough to hold their jobs. From the stand- 
point of efficiency it would have been far 
better for the commission to acquit and rein- 
state Burke a week after the trial began 
than to let proceedings drag along in this 
ridiculous fashion. 


KENTUCKY AND ILLINOIS. 

New England is said to be a good place 
to come from. Men and ideas from New 
England have had a large share in the 
srogress of the west. A few years ago 
the state of New Hampshire iustituted a 
homecoming week during which the sons 
of the granite hills who had wandered 
away were welcomed back to the old 
home. The first homecoming week was 
eo suecessful that it has become an an- 
nual custom. The idea was caught up by 
other states and has now progressed as 
far west as Kentucky. It may be a sur- 
prise to the people uf New England to 
know that Kentucky has reached such an 
age that her children in other states are 
to be counted by hundreds of thousands, 
but such is the case. In [llinois alone, ac- 
cording to the last federal census, there 
were 62,200 natives of Kentucky living, 
and the total number of Kentuckians livy- 
ing outside the borders of the state is 
over 600,000. Next week all have been 
invited home to Louisville, the chief city 
vf the state, and enough have responded 
to make sure the success of the reunion. 

The state of Kentucky gave to Illinois 
one of the two presidents of the United 
States credited to IIlinois, Abraham Lin- 
coln, and the one vice president, Adlai E. 
Stevenson. Seven of the governors of 
Illinois have been natives of Kentucky; 
besides three earlier governors, every gov- 
ernor elected in Illinois for the twenty- 
cight years from 1860 to 1888 was a na- 
tive of Kentucky, although during that 
time two lieutenant governors not born 
m Kentucky succeeded to the gubernato- 
rial chair.

CHARGES AGAINST CAMPION. 


The mayor has set down in black and 
white his reasons fot Campion’s removal, 
and they have been referred to the appro- 
priate committee of the council. It will in- 
vestigate and report. The committee and 
the council should consider the matter with 
a candid mind. The aldermen who are per- 
sonal friends of Campion should be as un- 
biased in their judgment as if they never 
had heard of him.’ The mayor is required 
“to take care that the laws and ordinances 
are faithfully enforced.” If it can be shown 
that the late fire marsha! violated any laws 
or ordinances clearly the mayor had reason 
for his action. 

It is alleged that Campion was guilty of 
Insubordination in that he refused to obey 
an order given him by the mayor. Pre- 
sumably the mayor had authority to give 
the order, for otherwise there would be no 
insubordination. There is no department 
in which discipline is so essential as the one 
Campion had charge of. -Disobedience of 
orders by its chief would be more demoral- 
izing than disobedience by a pipeman. If 
Campion has been insubordinate the coun- 
cil cannot sustain him, 

The mayor bases his action on certain al- 
leged facts. It may be that he would have 
kept Campion in spite of them if it had not 
been for a desire to please political friends, 
but that is a phase of the question the 
council cannot well go into. It should sit 
as a jury and determine without passion or 
prejudice whether the charges against Cam- 
pion are well founded, It ought not to be 
dificult to reach a unanimous verdict one 
way or the other.

But it is difficult to believe that the douma, 
as now constituted, really represents the 
wishes and views of the people of Russia. 
For it is incredible that an entire nation of 
more than a hundred million people should 
be willing to approve publicly of political as- 
sassinations and bomb outrages, such as 
those Just perpetrated at Madrid. It must be 
thoroughly understood that the nihilists of 
Russia are the Muscovite counterpart of the 
anarchists in the remainder of the world. 
Nihilism and anarchy are words which mean 
one and the same thing, and the methode 
and aims of the one are the methods and 
aims of the other. By approving of these 
methods—for the refusal to condemn them 
can only be construed as approval—the 
douma, which has expressly refused to per- 
mit the use of God’s name in its reply to 


‘the address from the throne, has forfeited 


the sympathy of sensible people at home and 
abroad, has shown its unfitness, and has 
written its death warrant.

Of all the members of the new Russian cab- 
inet the most remarkable is nndopbtedly the 
minister of finance, Kokoffzeff, who was 
chief lieutenant of Count Witte when the lat- 
ter was at the head of the Muscovite treas- 
ury. Unlike his colleagues, who are most of 
them noted for their reactionary sentiments, 
he always has been identified with the liberal 
party, and Russia is indebted to him for 
every one of its reforms in penal legislation, 
in the organization and in the management 
of its prisons, that have taken place during 
the last quarter of a century. Russian pris- 
ens are still far from bearing any compari- 
son with those of America. But they are 
incomparably better today than they were 
twenty-flve years ago, and the management, 
om the whole, is humane, any abuses of au- 
thority being due to the difficulty of main- 
taining honesty and discipline among the offi- 
clals charged with that particular branch of 
the government administration. It wae in 
1800 that Kokoffzeff first became identified 
with the treasury department, and from 
that time forth he has had an active share 
m the direction of the economic and financial 


policy of the empire, is acquainted with the 
leading foreign bankers, and enjoys a repu- 


tation in the various foreign money markets 
that is superior even to that of his friend 
and colleague Witte. He is about 56 years of 
age, renowed both at home and abroad for 
his integrity and sterling honesty, and has 
possessed to an altogether exceptional degree 
the confidence and favor of three successive 
emperors of Russia—namely: Alexander II., 
Alexander III., and the present occupant of 
the throne. | 

As for Stolypin, the new minister of the 
interior, he is one of those conciliatory, 
concerning 
whose politica) principles even their best 
friends are in doubt, and is accordingly trust- 
ed by relatively few. Nobody knows exactly 
whether he is liberal or reactionary in his 
sympathies. As an administrator he con- 
tents himself with Ineisting on 4 strict ob- 
servance of the existing laws, regardless of 
whether they are good, bad, or indifferent, 
but has always tempered the exercise of 
whatever authority he possessed. with hu- 
manity and consideration. While he has held 
the office of governor of Saratoff and of Grod- 
no, he is, above everything else, a courtier, 
is a master of ceremonies in the emperor's 
household, belongs to a noble family, is the 
son of one of the most popular generals of the 
Russian army, and, being extremely rich, 
possessed of great estates in the province of 
Kovno, has no cause to be anything but hon- 
est. The czar knows honest men when he 
sees them and likes to have them about him. 
That is why he hae ineisted upon including 
Stolypin and Kokoffzeff in his new ministry.

The doubt which has always existed as to 
whether the most famous actress of the 
nineteenth century—namely: Rachel—be- 
came a convert from Judaism to Roman 
Catholicism on her death bed has been final- 
ly set at rest by the publication at Paris of 
the biography of Gabriel Aubaret, who, after 
spending some years in this country as con- 
sul general of France, died as minister plen- 
ipotentiary. In his younger days he was a 
sailor, and it was as a Meutenant of the 
navy that, im 1856, he made the acquaintance 
of and fell in love with Rachel. They met 
on board ship when she was returning to the 
Riviera from spending the winter in Egypt 
in a vain search of health. A warm friend- 
ship sprang up between the two, of a purely 
platonic character. The great actress was 
dying of consumption and the young lieu- 
tenant was a man of lofty principles, and, 
like so many of those who follow the sea- 
faring profession, was extremely religious. 
Encouraged by the venerable bishop of Mont- 
pelier, he determined to convert Rachel t 
Catholicism, and his biography, just pub- 
lished, contains several letters bearing upon 
religious matters which she wrote to him at 
that time. She became more and more ill, 
and finally took up her residence at Cannes 
in a villa belonging to the father of Victorien 
Sardou, where she died.

A few days before her demise she declared 
to the lleutenant that she was willing to 
become a convert, but added that the Jew- 
ish members of her family, by whom she was 
surrounded, would never permit a priest to 
approach her. Lieut. Aubaret then under- 
took to obtain the neceggary authorization 
to baptize her himself, and one morning 
arrived with a little bottle of holy water 
which a priest had given to him for the pur- 
pose. Holding his chaplet in her hands, as 
she lay on her sofa, the dying woman bent 
her head in prayer, and the young officer 
was about to promounce the sacramental 
words and to pour the holy water on her 
when suddenly the door opened and Prince 
Napoleon, her former lover, the father of 
several of her children and a professed athe- 
ist, appeared on the threshold. The prince 
looked daggers at the officer, who, as re- 
quired by the naval regulations and by court- 
ly etiquette, when in the presence of a mem- 
ber of the imperial family, straightened him- 
self up, clicked his heels together, saluted, 
and withdrew. 

Later in the day, when he returned under 
the pretext of inquiring after her health, but 
in hope of completing the ceremony com- 
menced im the morning, he was met at the 
door with the announcement that she was 
dead. Thus we have now the assurance 
that while she may have been an intending 
Christian at the time of her demise, yet she 
died without being baptized and, therefore, a 
member of that Jewish faith in: which her 
entire life had been passed. 

Among her most famous admirers were 
Prince Napoleon, son of ex-King Jerome of 
Westphalia; Count Walewski, minister of 


foreign affairs of Napoleon III. and a nat- 


ural son of the first Napoleon; Prince George 
of Prussia, the first duc de Morny, Gen.

“ At this season of the year expression of 
opinions as to the financial outlook made in 
conservative banking and business circies 
are always qualified by reservations with 
rusard to the outturn of the crops. Such 
igs the case at the present time. It is ad- 
mitted that with the great growth and 
diverse occupation of the country’s indus- 
tries, successful and bumper harvests are no 
longer so wholly requisite to prosperity as 
was the case two or three decades ago. But 
nevertheless it will not be questioned that 
underlying all other considerations bearing 
upon financial and industrial conditions is 
the necessity for at least a fair harvest of 
grain and cotton. Hence it is that the mak- 
ers of steel, bankers calculating upon great 
financial flotations months hence, and careful 
men of business of all descriptions, now ob- 
serve with keen interest each day’s advices 
respecting weather conditions and the prog- 
ress of the crops. 

“All lines of the country’s trade and in- 
dustries are running under such high pres- 
sure that it is particularly essential that 
fair harvests should be marketed in order 
that a stable equilibrium should be main- 
tained. The last government crop report 
suggested a yield of winter wheat of 453,000.- 
000 bu. This prospect has been modified by 
the unduly dry weather which has since pre- 
vailed. Fortunately the drought was partly 
broken toward the close of May, and this oc- 
curfence may be classed as among the most 
important events of the month.“
